ENERGY CRISIS: 


During the past three years 
many of us have become more 
convinced that only God knows 
the future. Few of us would 
have ever thought that the 
seventies would have brought 
the self-sacrifice, inconvenience, 
anger frustration, hardship and 
discomfort that it has. The 
American Lifestyle is undergoing 
rapid change. ““Thermostats have 
been lowered, unnecessary lights 
turned off, and school vacations 
lengthened. Thirsty cars now 
idle in long queues at open gas 
stations, airline schedules have 
been cut back and automobile 
speed limits lowered.” But what 
concerns us is what is happening 
to the faith of God’s people. It 
too seems to be going through 
some drastic changes. But is the 
energy crisis that tragic? Does 
not the Old Testament 
constantly teach us how God 
uses tragic circumstances to save 
his people? Did not Paul teach 
that His bonds and sufferings 
have “advanced the gospel”? 
Could it be an unexpected 
blessing? 


The only way for the saints to 
deal with todays energy crisis to 
first talk about God and the 
energy crisis. The Bible is not 


just a book for the past, but it is 


an up-to-date map for modern 
man. The fact that the Old 
Testament prophets had a 
relevant message to relevant 
problems is what made their 
ministry so unique. The saints 
today must be no less relevant. 
We must look at life and all its 
transitions from a_ Biblical 
perspective. 


It is nonsensical to look at the 
creation without remembering 
the creator. We must remember 
“the one who made the sun,

moon stars and planets, scientist 
and comoners and kings, and 
even energy itself. We must 
remember “‘God who created the 
world and all its resources, who 
laughs at the machinations of 
the rulers of the earth, and to 
whom belong all the gold and 
the silver and the cattle on a 
thousand hills.” When we think 
of all these things, how can there 
be an energy shortage with God? 
We should not feel or act 
forsaken. There is no energy 
shortage with God. Neither 
should we feel the world 
resources are running out. When 
God created man he supplied the 
earth with enough food and 
energy for as long as the human 
race exist. Instead, we should try 
to apply to our lives and social 
predicament Hebrews 13:5“. . - 
and be content with such things 
as ye have; for he hath said, I 
will never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee.” 


The saint should instead, see 
first of all how similar his 
situation is to the Biblical times. 
He should observe the positive as 
well as negative effects the 
energy crisis is having on the 
home. More than ever before, 
families seem to be spending 
more time at home together 
with the result that highway 
fatalities appear to be down. 

But most important, we should 
see the. opportunities this 
provides us for Christian witness. 
The chance for Christian love 
and brotherhood is staring right 
at us. Our standard of living is 
by far the highest of any sizable 
group of people in the world, 
and Americans consume four 
times as much energy per person 
as the people of Japan. ‘‘We

The Bible in the 3rd chapter of Timothy, sets forth the 
qualifications of a Bishop. Verses 4 and 5 says that if he doesn’t 
“know how to rule his own house, how shall he take care of the 
church of God?” I think here is where our understanding fails us. 
The scripture sets forth the spiritual qualifications of the Bishop 
in verses 2 and 3, and it also sets forth his business ability. in 
verses 4 and 5. In short, it simply means that if a man doesn’t 
have the ability to conduct the affairs of his little house; pay the 
notes, utility bills, keep it in good repair, see that it’s adequately 
insured, etcetera, he certainly would not have the capacity to 
attend to the affairs of God’s big church. 

When a jurisdiction is to be supplied with a bishop, we should be 
big enough to transcend our little clannish ideas that a bishop 


=" must be selected from within the jurisdiction where he is to serve, 


rather than search the entire national body for a man who meet 
these bible qualifications.

Paul 
expresses it in I Thessalonians 
1:5: “For our gospel came not 
unto you in word only, but also 
in power, and in the Holy Ghost, 
and in much assurance; as ye 
know what manner of men we 
were among you for your sake.” 
The fact and demonstration of 
power marked apostolic 
preachers. When a_ preacher’s 
power is dominant in his life, the 
proclamation of his message has 
more emphasis than does the 
preparation of the message. 
God’s power can take the 
broken words and 
ungrammatical utterances of 
preacher and accomplish 


marvels. On the other hand, a 
preacher may have the polish of 
a Mullins or a Conner, the logic 
of a Paul and the thunders of a 
Chalmers; but unless he has 
God’s_ power, the humblest, 
most uncultured preacher, with 
God’s power upon him, would 
be far more successful. Mentality 
may please; only spirituality can 
save. 


Demosthenes replies: ‘True 
indeed! you employ the 
audience for yourself; I occupy 
it only with the things of which 
I speak. Your hearers admire 
you. My hearers forget me, 
attentive to my purpose. They 
praise you; they are too 
absorbed in what I say to praise 
me. You are ornate, but there is 
little ornament in my speeches. 
They are composed of precise, 
strong , clear reasoning which 
are irresistible. You make the 
audience cry out, ‘Ah, how 
eloquently he speaks.’ 1 make 
my audience exclaim, ‘Come on, 
and let us march against Philip!” 
The latter is the type of 
preaching we need. 


The militant preacher is filled 
with the validity and vitality of 
God’s message. Such a message 
puts fallen men on power of 
God; the power which makes 
worlds and drives them along 
their orbits, aggravated, 
tremendous, is rushing like an 
ocean flood along and down the 
channel of gospel truth for the 
redemption of sinners.

Bishop O. E. Shelton was saved 
February #24, bi921y «in 
Evansville, Indiana, under the 
late Elder B. J. Watkins, Pastor. 
The same night that he was 
saved and filled with the Holy 
Ghost his first understandable 
words were, “Tell the world I 
am preaching Holiness.” 


He traveled much and conducted 
revivals, many souls were saved 
in these meetings. 


In 1923, he married Miss Hattie 
Yates. The late Elder Peak 
performed the ceremony in 
Louisville, Kentucky. He and his 
wife traveled extensively 
preaching and teaching the word 
of God. 


He established the first Church 
of God in Christ in Terre Haute, 
Indiana. He also started churches 
in Danville, Illinois, Weirton, W. 
Va., Steubenville, Ohio, and 
came to Akron and _ settled 


March 11, 1932. He began 
service in East Akron and the 
church was established on Hart 
Street. 


There were several other moves 
until the Lord gave 32 E. Lods 
Street. There the church 
remained until 1968 and moved 
to 527 N. Howard Street. Where 
there is a beautiful edifice 
known as Shelton’s Temple. 


He was appointed Bishop 
September 1, 1961. Mother 
Shelton has been with him to 
encourage and help all through 
the years. In the picture Elder F. 
E. Perry, Jr., is performing the 
service of the renewal of 
marriage vows for Bishop and 
Mother Shelton’s 50th 
Anniversary celebration. It was a 
joyous occasion in which Elder 
Perry brought back memories of 
50 years ago as he uniquely had 
them to renew their vows.

AIDE CLAIMS CHANGE 


For former White House aide 
Charles W. Colson, one event 
over shadows the Watergate 
crisis in which he is involved. It 
centers about a_ personal 
commitment made last August. 


Colson, in a report in the Los 


Angeles Times, said he _ has 
developed a ‘‘very strong 
commitment” to Christianity 


since leaving the White House in 
March, and that in that time he 
has “‘come to know Christ.” 


News of his conversion did not 
reach the public, however, until 
Colson was questioned after 
attending a December prayer 
breakfast. 


Colson, forty-two, was led to 
Christ by a friend in Boston who 


earlier had given him a copy of 
Mere Christianity, by C. S. 
Lewis. 


The former White House aide 
says he has been helped in his 
spiritual growth by Sen. Harold 
Hughes, Democrat from Iowa 
who is leaving the Senate to 
pursue a career with the 
Washington-based International 
Christian Fellowship 
Foundation. 


Colson, reportedly under grand 
jury investigation in connection 
with the 1971 Ellsburg break-in, 
says his new faith is real, not a 
foxhole effort. 


“If anyone wants to be cynical 
about it, Ill pray for him,“ 
Colson offered.

Donald H. Gill, executive 
director of the Evangelistic 
Association in touch with 
pastors on the subject most 
recently at a special caucus on 
energy held at the Congress on 
Church growth in _ Boston, 
pointed out that New England 
churches stand to be hit hardest 
by any energy shortages, due to 


that area’s heavy dependence 
upon oil imports. 
Congregations to be most 


affected according to Gill are 
those with a widely scattered 
membership and a large number 
of elderly members and those 
already suffering from a decline 
in attendance.

With decreased travel options, 
more people will be attending 
churches in areas closer to home 
and those churches which have 
vital programs will be the ones 
to which people will go. 


The greatest problem that the 
energy saving problem will lead 
to is the potential spiritual 
danger that the christian will 
suffer due to the lack of the 
worship experience.

“And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon on Simon, of 
Cyrene, coming from the 
country, and on him they laid 
the cross that he might bear it 
after Jesus.’” Who was this man 
Simon? Why was he chosen to 
bear the cross? These make for 
interesting observations. Simon 
came from Cyrene in Lidya, 
which is in Africa. Cyrene wasa 
Hellenized society due to the 
conquest of Alexander the 
Great. At Cyrene the culture was 
Hellenized to the point that the 
populous spoke Greek and were 
very proficient in writing, 
literature, science, medicine and 
art. The populous were a 
mixture of Greek, Jew, Persian 
and a indigenous populous of 
Blacks. The city was wealthy 
and the commerce from Greece, 
Persia, Africa and Rome made 
‘he city a hot spot of growth. 


Who was Simon? Simon could 
have been anybody. Simon 
could easily have been Greek, 
Jewish, Persian or maybe a 
BLACK AFRICAN. The only 
description in the scripture is, 
“Simon one of Cyrene. Matthew 
stated, “him they compelled to 
bear his cross.”” Why Simon? Did 
he know Jesus? Was he the 
largest man in the crowd of 
thousands? Or, was it because 
Simon was black that he was 
compelled to carry the cross? 
Now suppose Simon to be a 
visiting Jew from Cyrene. He 
wouldn’t have been compelled 
the cross, he would have been 
only another Jew out in the 
crowd watching the Roman 
Soldiers take a beaten man to 
the cross. If Simon were Greek 
or Persian he wouldn’t have been 
interested enough to fight that 
crowd to see another Jew die on 


a Roman cross. Greeks and 
Persians were interested in 
commerce during the Jewish 
Holidays. Now Simon could 
have been an african merchant 
or even a slave and maybe a 
proselyte in Jerusalem for the 
Jewish Holiday. The idea of 
Simon being a merchant from 
Africa is great because at that 
time Ghana and Mali, two black 
African nations owned the 
world’s market of gold and salt. 
Therefore I suggest that Simon 
was. black and possibly a 
proselyte of Judasim or slave or 
such a man. Also, it seems likely 
by being black he would be 
compelled to bear the cross. 


Simon was compelled to carry 
the cross and it stands to reason 
that a black face in the crowd 
would make the selection of 
finding a subject to carry the 
cross easy. Not that it was 
prejudice but since social slavery 
then was associated with black 
and war captives, Simon was a 
prime choice because society 
had it that way. Thus I’d like to 
say that black people have been 
associated with Jesus from the 
time of his birth when the Magi 
brought gold, until his death 
when Simon beared his cross. 
When I hear the words, “MUST 
JESUS BEAR THE CROSS 
ALONE AND ALL THE 
WORLD GO FREE... .”, I 
smile and feel and know my 
roots go deep into the life of 
Christ. Black Men bear your 
cross.

Beatrice Lott, a Clevelandite 
who has served as aemissionary 
in West Africa since 1939. Asa 
traveling companion and 
co-worker in evangelistic work 
for 6% weeks and a house guest 
for one week, I received first 
hand knowledge of Miss Lott. I 
saw for myself the labor of her 
capable hands and heard the 
praises of the people she has 
labored among for so many 
years 


There are many witnesses, both 
in America and West Africa, who 
ean testify to her innumerable 
contributions. A young woman 
in Illinois praises Missionary 
Lott for bringing her to 
America, educating her and 
equipping her to make a 
worthwhile contribution to 
society. Missionary Beatrice Lott 
is known and loved throughout 
Liberia. Her name is a by-word 
on the lips of both young and 
old. I love and respect this great 
woman who has done so much 
toward the natural and spiritual 
rehabilitation of a nation. Her 
hands which reached across the 
Atlantic Ocean, have given help 
and hope to thousands. 


I first met Missionary Lot in 
1971 when she came to 
Minneapolis, Minnesota to 


address a Home and Foreign 
Mission Conference. Having first 
heard about her work as being 
the co-founder of Tugbake 
Station, a church supported 
mission in Cape Palmas, Liberia, 
from the late Bishop B. Williams, 
I was delighted at the prospect 
that I would now meet her in 
person. 


I took time off from my job at 
the University of Minnesota to 
attend the day sessions she was 
conducting during the Mission 
Conference. What I heard has 
changed the course of my life. 
The impact of her talks. and 
teaching shall last a lifetime. The 
vivid pictures she _ illustrated 
during her brief description of 
the people of Africa and their 
needs came so vividly alive in my 
heart that even now, 3 years 
later, it glows in my memory 
almost every waking hour. Tears 
flowed down my cheeks as she 
told us of the suffering and 
deprivations of the people in the 
interior. I wanted to help in 
some way. I told Missionary 
Lott a desire to help burned 
within my heart. 


The years following Missionary 
Lott’s visit to Minnesota found 
me making every effort possible 
to help the suffering and needy 


people on the home front and 
across the seas. As 1 went about 
administering to the needs of the 
sick, the aged, the shut-in and 
the needy people in the Twin 
City area, and abroad, I had an 
ever-burning desire to help the 
people of Africa in any way 
directed by God. I recalled over 
and over again the message 
Missionary Lott brought to the 
people of Minnesota concerning 
the natural and spiritual needs of 
the people in West Africa. I 
desired to assist her and other 
missionaries who were reaching 
across the sea to help them. 


The opportunity to get first 
hand knowledge of the natural 
and spiritual needs of the people 
in the Liberian interior came in 
February 1973 when I received 
an invitation from Missionary 
Lott to accompany her to 
Liberia. The purpose of the visit, 
she explained, was to assess and 
evaluate. the needs at Tugbake 
Station, Cape Palmas, Liberia, as 
well as to conduct an extensive 
evangelistic crusade in Monrovia, 
Cape Palmas, and the 
Netherlands.

1. Militant preachers are needed

What a _ discerning 
diagnosis this is! We are in 
decadent times. Ease and 
pleasure are paramount in the 
thinking of many.

We have many 
ideas, but we are woefully 
lacking in ideals. Our day is rife 
with glaring evils, bleeding with 


hurts and_ staggering blindly 
onward to an awful precipice.

impend. Pride, envy, gluttony, 
lust, and covetousness are rife; 
obduracy lifts its ugly icy head 
on all sides. Sin in all its 
multiforms subtly gnaws at the 
foundations of all good. Lust 
flames and reprobate instincts 
have the right of way. The whole 
age seems crazed. If any day ever 
needed bold, militant, 
self-denying preachers whose 
voices give no uncertain sound, 
this one does. 


In addition to these things, 
whole areas of Christianity are

much energy per person, directly 
through the 
luxuries we enjoy, as the people 


and _ indirectly 
of West Germany, the most 
prosperous nation in Western 
Europe”’. 


“Cutting our standard of living 
in half would not bring us as far 
down as the West Germans.” 
And if we cut our living standard 
we would still not be on that 
level. At the worst we are being 
asked to cut about 15% of our 
use of petroleum averaging out 
to an overall cut of 5 to 6% cut. 
We waste more energy than 
some nations use on wasteful 
advertising signs lit up all night 
and all day, auto racing, night 
baseball games, or _ similar 
anomalies. 


But even more important is the 
Christians opportunity to 
demonstrate his faith in 
tribulation. The New Testament 
is strong on its teaching of 
contentment and joy amid 
adversity. We have a chance to 
show the world that they do not 
have to face the trials of life 
alone. The Christian is called to 
look beyond his circumstances 
for that “stabilizing power of 
the resident Christ.” 


This article was inspired through 
the two articles in the recent 
issue of eternity magazine,“ 
smile when the fuel is low’’, and 
the three faces of the energy 
crisis”. The quotes are from one 
of those two articles. 


morbid. Moffat’s translation of | 
Matthew 5:13 reads: ‘Jf salt 

becomes insipid, what can make 

it salt again?” Our danger today 

is not that Christianity will die, 

but that it will become insipid. 
Our concern should not be to 
keep Christianity today is the 
fact that the world is not 
expecting anything much to 
happen. We are too placid to be 
powerful; too comfortable to be 
courageous; too dull to be 
dynamic; too satisfied to do 
anything amazing. The world is 
not impressed with our brave 
assertions, because it knows too 
much about our feeble efforts 
and unworthy achievements. We 
often talk in terms of pyramids, 


while our programs and 
achievements are more like 
molehills. Our _ present-day 


Christianity has so conformed to 
the world that it is powerless to 
transform the world. We are 
better compromisers than 
crusaders. This is because the 
world has injected its poison 
into the blood stream of the 
church to benumb and paralyze 
it. If we had Paul, Huss, 
Wycliffe, Wesley, Spurgeon, 
Whitefield, Rowland Hill 
thundering their voices through 
the lands, things would change. 


Many pulpits today are little 
more than sentry boxes with the 
sentinel asleep. Many preachers 
want to be good fellows. They 
substitute policy for principle; 
they have no note of virility and 
insistence in their message. ““We 
are geniuses at compromise, but 
not so good at adjustments.” We 
need to be so in love with God 
and the people that we can 
speak hard truths so effectively 
that people will become 
offended at themselves rather 
than at the preacher. The 
time-serving preacher develops a 
complacent, apathetic, soulless, 


insipid church. The militant 
preacher grows a virile, 
evangelistic, missionary, 


conquering church. He points 
people to the sun-_ kissed 
summits, and loyally strides 
forward to lead the way; even 
though countless numbers are 
content to wander in the 
marshes of mediocrity. Dr. 
Dolloff truly says: “The great 
and effective preachers of the 
ages have not been ‘good 
fellows’ in the shallow sense.

Those who have been supremely 
and lastingly popular never 
sought popularity - it comes as a 
by- product of their lives. In the 
crisis of life a person wants a 
preacher who knows and serves 
God.” In the ministry we can 
afford to die that we may live. 
Incessant insistence should 
compel us onward. Unless we 
regain the lost militancy of 
Christianity, a bankrupt 
civilization will result. 


2. Militant preachers are needed 
to meet the tests to which we 
are subjected. To seek to meet 
the tests of today is courageous; 
to evade them is cowardice. To 
meet them is strength; to fail is 
weakness. To meet them is 
militancy; to shun them is 
morbidness. These tests take on 
various forms. There are the fad 
of unionism, the tendency to 
compromise, adulterated 
conceptions and lowered 
standards, the spirit of 
materialism, the bane of 
extravagance, the tendency to 
localize our work for the Lord 
instead of evangelizing the 
world. No weakling can stand up 
and meet such tests. Ezekiel met 
the tests in his day as he 
prophesied amidst the darkness, 
fires, and whirlwinds. Daniel met 
the tests of his day as he prayed 
and fortold the fate of kingdoms 
as they were to crumble and 
crash. Elijah met the extreme 
test of bold idolatry in his day 
by his challenge to the false 
prophets which resulted in the 
splendor flashes of God on 
Carmel’s heights. Jonah, though 
fearful and rebellious to begin 
with, met the wicked conditions 
of Ninevah by boldly walking 
the streets and _ prophetically 
pronouncing the impending 
doom of God. Hosea, Joel, and 
Amos coped with wickedness in 
their times by pointing out the 
destructive and disintegrating 
influences assiduously 
undermining Israel’s very 
foundations. Savonrarola, 
Lattimer, and Ridley bodly, 
militantly met the per- secution 
of their day by dying as martyrs. 


Shall we throw up our hands and 
surrender to conditions, or shall 
we seek to cope with these 
conditions! Oncken lived in 
testing times, did he not? He 
never gave up. Think of the 
corrupt condition of Luther’s 
age! Did he flinch? Bunyan 
withstood the storms of his day. 
He stayed in jail twelve years to 
do it, but he did it. The test that 
Christ met was the Cross. He did 
not falter. We need the militancy 
of the preacher’s wife who said 
to her useful husband as he was 
leaving home to speak for some 
righteous but unpopular cause: 
“Go on, do your duty, and don’t 
shilly-shally.’’ Courageous, 
faithful preachers are dreaded 
men in inquitous days. They 
attack wickedness, drive back 
darkness, and ‘“‘serenade the 
world with the music of heaven 
and earth’s fallen and thirsty 
millions are cheered.” 


In order to meet the tests of our

There is a modern spacious Publishing House that can 
be used for classrooms. There is plenty office space available. 
There is already a modern equipped kitchen and dining area, 
which meets State health standards. There is lots of parking space 
on the site for the faculty, students, visitors and other personnels. 
These favorable facts are worth considering. 


The Lord has certainly brcught us from a mighty long ways and 
for this we are thankful. But we must not, and cannot stop at the 
Red Sea; the mountain; or on the borders. God told Joshua to go 
into the land and possess it. Thank God, for he has given us a 
Joshua in our Presiding Bishop. A man of great leadership ability, 
sound in judgment, one who will hear and accept God’s orders to 
“GO AND POSSESS IT.” He has led us by various avenues to 
new dimensions, let us move with him and possess our heritage. 


I feel it is time for us to develope and utilize to the fullest extent 
all the resources God has made available to us through efforts and 


prayers of our Presiding Bishop.

The modern 
kitcheu and dining facilities enables meals to be served at a'! times 
with excellent taste, in a wholesome atmosphere with courteous 


service. 


There is plenty room for private meetings, general meetings and 
committee meetings. The State Bishops and State Supervisors and 
other National Officials could live under one roof, during the 
meeting, and could be reached more easily and it would be more 


convient for them. 


The John Lee and Lela Mason buildings have done a good job 
housing us for these many years. They served their purpose in 
their day. But the Lord has blessed us with a better place, more 
private, more modern, and I think we should possess it. 


As Vice-Chairman of the Board of Bishops I appeal to you. Let us 
join forces with our Presiding Bishop and move with him in his 
pursuite for excellence for our church.
